"Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the Abandoned
Newborn I nfant Protection Act.

Section 5. Public policy. Illinois recognizes that newborn
infants have been abandoned to the environment or to ot her
circunmstances that may be unsafe to the newborn infant. These
ci rcunst ances have caused injury and death to newborn infants and
give rise to potential civil or crimnal liability to parents who may
be under severe enotional distress. This Act is intended to provide a
mechanism for a newborn infant to be relinquished to a safe
environment and for the parents of the infant to renain anonynous if
t hey choose and to avoid civil or crimnal liability for the act of
relinquishing the infant. It 1is recognized that establishing an
adoption plan is preferable to relinquishing a child using the
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procedures outlined in this Act, but to reduce the chance of injury
to a newborn infant, this Act provides a safer alternative.

A public information canpaign on this delicate issue shall be
inmplemented to encourage parents considering abandonnment of their
newborn child to relinquish the child under the procedures outlined
in this Act, to choose a traditional adoption plan, or to parent a
child thensel ves rather than place the newborn infant in harms way.

Section 10. Definitions. In this Act:

"Abandon" has the same meaning as in the Abused and Neglected
Child Reporting Act.

"Abused child" has the sanme neaning as in the Abused and
Negl ected Child Reporting Act.

" Chil d-pl aci ng agency" nmeans a |licensed public or private agency
that receives a child for the purpose of placing or arranging for the
pl acement of the child in a foster famly hone or other facility for
child care, apart fromthe custody of the child's parents.

"Department” or "DCFS' means the Illinois Departnment of Children
and Fam |y Services.

"Emergency nedical facility" neans a freestanding energency
center or trauma center, as defined in the Enmergency Medical Services
(EMS) Systens Act.

"Emergency nedical professional” includes |icensed physicians,
and any energency nedical technician-basic, enmergency nedi ca
t echni ci an-i nt ernedi at e, enmergency nedical technician-paranedic,

trauma nurse specialist, and pre-hospital RN, as defined in the
Emer gency Medi cal Services (EMS) Systens Act.

"Fire station" means a fire station within the State that is
staffed with at | east one full-time energency nedi cal professional

"Hospital" has the sanme nmeaning as in the Hospital Licensing Act.

"Legal custody" means the relationship created by a court order
in the best interest of a newborn infant that inposes on the infant's
custodian the responsibility of physical possession of the infant,
the duty to protect, train, and discipline the infant, and the duty
to provide the infant wth food, shelter, education, and nedica
care, except as these are linited by par ent al rights and
responsi bilities.

"Negl ected child" has the sane neaning as in the Abused and
Negl ected Child Reporting Act.

"Newborn infant" neans a child who a licensed physician
reasonably believes is 72 hours old or less at the tine the childis
initially relinquished to a hospital, fire station, or energency

medi cal facility, and who is not an abused or a negl ected child.

"Relinquish" means to bring a newborn infant, who a |icensed
physi ci an reasonably believes is 72 hours old or less, to a hospital
fire station, or energency nedical facility and to | eave the 1nfant
with personnel of the facility, if the person | eaving the infant does
not express an intent to return for the infant or states that he or
she will not return for the infant. In the case of a nother who gives
birth to an infant in a hospital, the nmother's act of |eaving that
newborn infant at the hospital (i) w thout expressing an intent to
return for the infant or (ii) stating that she wll not return for
the infant is not a "relinquishment" under this Act.

"Tenporary protective custody" means the tenporary placenment of a
newborn infant within a hospital or other nedical facility out of the
custody of the infant's parent.

Section 15. Presunpti ons.

(a) There is a presunption that by relinquishing a newborn
infant in accordance with this Act, the infant's parent consents to
the termination of his or her parental rights with respect to the
i nfant.
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(b) There is a presunption that a person relinquishing a newborn

infant in accordance with this Act:
(1) is the newborn infant's biological parent; and
(2) either without expressing an intent to return for the

infant or expressing an intent not to return for the infant, did

intend to relinquish the infant to the hospital, fire station, or

enmergency nedical facility to treat, care for, and provide for
the infant in accordance with this Act.

(c) A parent of a relinquished newborn infant may rebut the
presunption set forth in either subsection (a) or subsection (b)
pursuant to Section 55, at any tinme before the ternination of the
parent's parental rights.

Section 20. Procedures with respect to relinquished newborn
i nfants.

(a) Hospitals. Every hospital nust accept and provide all
necessary energency services and care to a relinquished newborn
infant, in accordance with this Act. The hospital shall examne a
relinqui shed newborn infant and perform tests that, based on
reasonabl e nedi cal judgnment, are appropriate in evaluating whether
the relinqui shed newborn infant was abused or negl ect ed.

The act of relinquishing a newborn infant serves as inplied
consent for the hospital and its nedical personnel and physicians on
staff to treat and provide care for the infant.

The hospital shall be deemed to have tenporary protective custody
of a relinquished newborn infant until the infant is discharged to
the custody of a child-placing agency or the Departnent.

(b) Fire stations and energency nedical facilities. Every fire
station and energency nedical facility nmust accept and provide all
necessary energency services and care to a relinquished newborn
infant, 1 n accordance with this Act.

The act of relinquishing a neworn infant serves as inplied
consent for the fire station or energency nmedical facility and its
enmergency nedical professionals to treat and provide care for the
infant, to the extent that those energency nedical professionals are
trained to provide those services.

After the relinquishment of a newborn infant to a fire station or
emergency nedical facility, the fire station or emergency nedical
facility's personnel nust arrange for the transportation of the
infant to the nearest hospital as soon as transportation can be
arranged.

If the parent of a newborn infant returns to reclaim the child
within 72 hours after relinquishing the childto a fire station or
enmergency nedical facility, the fire station or energency nedical
facility must inform the parent of the name and |ocation of the
hospital to which the infant was transported.

Section 25. Immunity for relinquishing person.

(a) The act of relinquishing a newborn infant to a hospital,
fire station, or enmergency nedical facility in accordance with this
Act does not, by itself, constitute a basis for a finding of abuse,
negl ect, or abandonment of the infant pursuant to the laws of this
State nor does it, by itself, <constitute a violation of Section
12-21.5 or 12-21.6 of the Crimnal Code of 1961.

(b) If there is suspected child abuse or neglect that is not
based solely on the newborn infant's relinquishment to a hospital,
fire station, or energency nedical facility, the personnel of the
hospital, fire station, or enmergency nedical facility who are
mandat ed reporters under the Abused and Negl ected Child Reporting Act
must report the abuse or neglect pursuant to that Act.

(c) Neither a child protective investigation nor a crimnal
investigation may be initiated solely because a newborn infant is
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rel i nqui shed pursuant to this Act.

Section 27. Immunity of facility and personnel. A hospital,
fire station, or energency nedical facility, and any personnel of a
hospital, fire station, or energency medical facility, are imune
from crimnal or civil liability for acting in good faith in
accordance with this Act. Nothing in this Act Ilimts liability for
negl i gence for care and nedical treatnent.

Section 30. Anonymty of relinquishing person. If there is no
evi dence of abuse or neglect of a relinquished newborn infant, the
relinqui shing person has the right to remai n anonynous and to | eave
the hospital, fire station, or energency nmedical facility at any tine
and not be pursued or foll owed. Before the relinquishing person
| eaves the hospital, fire station, or energency nedical facility, the
hospital, fire station, or energency nedical facility personnel shall
i) verbally informthe relinquishing person that by relinquishing the
child anonymously, he or she will have to petition the court if he or
she desires to prevent the term nation of parental rights and regain
custody of the child and ii) shall offer the relinquishing person the
informati on packet described in Section 35 of this Act. However,

not hi ng in this Act shall be construed as precluding the
rel i nqui shing person fromproviding his or her identity or conpleting
the application fornms for the Illinois Adoption Registry and Medical
Informati on Exchange and requesting that the hospital, fire station,
or energency nedical facility forward those forns to the Illinois
Adoption Registry and Medical informati on Exchange.

Section 35. Information for relinquishing person. A hospital,

fire station, or enmergency nedical facility that receives a newborn
infant relinquished in accordance with this Act nust offer an
informati on packet to the relinquishing person and, if possible, nust
clearly informthe relinquishing person that his or her acceptance of
the information is conpletely voluntary, that registration with the
Illinois Adoption Registry and Medical Information Exchange is

voluntary, that the person wll remain anonynbus if he or she
conpl etes a Denial of Information Exchange, and that the person has
the option to provide nmedical information only and still remain
anonynmous. The information packet nmust include all of the follow ng:
(1) Al Illinois Adoption Registry and Medical Infornmation
Exchange application forns, including the Medical |Information
Exchange Questionnaire and the web site address and toll free

phone nunber of the Registry.
(2) Witten notice of the foll ow ng:

(A) No sooner than 60 days follow ng the date of the
initial relinquishment of the infant to a hospital, fire
station, or energency nedical facility, the child-placing
agency or the Departnment will commence proceedings for the
term nation of parental rights and placenent of the infant
for adoption.

(B) Failure of a parent of the infant to contact the
Department and petition for the return of custody of the
infant before termination of parental rights bars any future
action asserting legal rights with respect to the infant.
(3) Aresource list of providers of counseling services

including grief counseling, pregnancy counseling, and counseling
regardi ng adopti on and ot her avail able options for placenment of

the infant.
Upon request, the Departnent of Public Health shall provide the
application forms for the I1llinois Adoption Registry and Medical

Informati on Exchange to hospitals, fire stations, and energency
medi cal facilities.
Section 40. Reporting requirenents.
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(a) Wthin 12 hours after accepting a newborn infant from a
relinquishing person or from a fire station or emergency nedi ca
facility in accordance with this Act, a hospital must report to the
Departnment's State Central Registry for the purpose of transferring
physical custody of the infant from the hospital to either a
chi | d- pl aci ng agency or the Departnment.

(b) Wthin 24 hours after receiving a report under subsection
(a), the Departnent nmust request assistance from |aw enforcenent
officials to investigate the matter wusing the National Crine
Informati on Center to ensure that the relinqui shed newborn infant is
not a mssing child.

(c) Once a hospital has made a report to the Departnent under
subsection (a), the Departnent nust arrange for a licensed
chil d-placing agency to accept physical custody of the relinquished
newbor n i nf ant

(d) If a relinquished child is not a newborn infant as defined
in this Act, the hospital and the Departnment nust proceed as if the
child is an abused or neglected child.

Section 45. Medical assistance. Not wi t hst andi ng any ot her
provision of law, a newborn infant relinquished in accordance with
this Act shall be deemed eligible for nedical assistance under the
Il'linois Public A d Code, and a hospital providing nmedical services
to such an infant shall be reinmbursed for those services in
accordance with the payment nethodol ogi es authorized under that Code.
In addition, for any day that a hospital has custody of a newborn
infant relinquished in accordance with this Act and the infant does

not require nmedically necessary care, the hospital shal | be
reinbursed by the Illinois Department of Public Aid at the genera
acute care per diemrate, in accordance with 89 Ill. Adm Code
148.270(c) .

Section 50. Child-placing agency procedures.
(a) The Departnment's State Central Registry nmust maintain a |ist

of licensed child-placing agencies willing to take |egal custody of
newborn infants relinquished in accordance with this Act. The
child-placing agencies on the Ilist nust be contacted by t he

Department on a rotating basis upon notice froma hospital that a
newborn i nfant has been relinquished in accordance with this Act.

(b) Upon notice fromthe Departnent that a newborn infant has
been relinquished in accordance with this Act, a child-placing agency
must accept the newborn infant if the agency has the accommodati ons
to do so. The child-placing agency nust seek an order for |ega
custody of the infant upon its acceptance of the infant.

(c) Wthin 3 business days after assum ng physical custody of
the infant, the child-placing agency shall file a petition in the
division of the circuit court in which petitions for adoption woul d
normal |y be heard. The petition shall allege that the newborn infant
has been relinquished in accordance with this Act and shall state
that the child-placing agency intends to place the infant in an
adopti ve hone.

(d) If no licensed child-placing agency is able to accept the
rel i nqui shed newborn infant, then the Departnment nust assune
responsibility for the infant as soon as practicable

(e) A custody order issued under subsection (b) shall remain in
effect until a final adoption order based on the relinqui shed newborn
infant's best interests Is issued in accordance with this Act and the
Adoption Act.

(f) \Wen possible, the child-placing agency nmust place a
rel i nqui shed newborn infant in a prospective adoptive hone.

(g) The Departnent or child-placing agency must initiate
proceedings to (i) terminate the parental rights of the relinquished
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newborn infant's known or unknown parents, (ii) appoint a guardian
for the infant, and (iii) obtain consent to the infant's adoption in
accordance with this Act no sooner than 60 days follow ng the date of
the initial relinquishment of the infant to the hospital, fire
station, or energency nedical facility.

(h) Before filing a petition for term nation of parental rights,
t he Departnment or child-placing agency nust do the foll ow ng:

(1) Search its Putative Father Registry for the purpose of
determining the identity and |l ocation of the putative father of
the relinqui shed newborn infant who is, or is expected to be, the
subj ect of an adoption proceeding, in order to provide notice of
the proceeding to the putative father. At |east one search of the
Registry nmust be conducted, at Ileast 30 days after t he
relinqui shed newborn infant's estimated date of birth; earlier
searches nmay be conducted, however. Notice to any potentia
putative father discovered in a search of the Registry according
to the estimated age of the relinquished newborn infant nmust be
in accordance with Section 12a of the Adoption Act.

(2) Verify wth law enforcement officials, using the
National Crine Information Center, that the relinquished newborn
infant is not a missing child.

Section 55. Petition for return of custody.

(a) A parent of a newborn infant relinquished in accordance with
this Act may petition for the return of custody of the infant before
the termi nation of parental rights with respect to the infant.

(b) A parent of a newborn infant relinquished in accordance with
this Act nmay petition for the return of custody of the infant by
contacting the Departnent for the purpose of obtaining the nanme of
the chil d-placi ng agency and then filing a petition for return of
custody in the circuit court in which the proceeding for the
term nation of parental rights is pending

(c) If apetition for the termination of parental rights has not
been filed by the Departnent or the child-placing agency, the parent
of the relinquished newborn infant nust contact the Department, which
must notify the parent of the appropriate court in which the petition
for return of custody nust be filed.

(d) The circuit court may hold the proceeding for the
term nation of parental rights in abeyance for a period not to exceed
60 days fromthe date that the petition for return of custody was
filed without a showi ng of good cause. During that period

(1) The court shall order genetic testing to establish
maternity or paternity, or both.

(2) The Departnent shall conduct a child protective
investigation and honme study to devel op recommendations to the

court.

(3) Wen indicated as a result of t he Department's
investigation and honme study, further proceedings under the
Juvenil e Court Act of 1987 as the court determ nes appropriate,
may be conducted. However, relinquishment of a newborn infant in
accordance with this Act does not render the infant abused
negl ect ed, or abandoned sol ely because the newborn infant was
relinquished to a hospital, fire station, or emergency nedica
facility in accordance with this Act.

(e) Fallure to file a petition for the return of custody of a
rel i nqui shed newborn infant before the term nation of parental rights
bars any future action asserting legal rights with respect to the
infant unless the parent's act of relinquishnent that led to the
term nation of parental rights involved fraud perpetrated agai nst and
not stemming from or involving the parent. No action to void or
revoke the term nation of parental rights of a parent of a newborn
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infant relinquished in accordance with this Act, including an action
based on fraud, may be commenced after 12 nonths after the date that
the newborn infant was initially relinquished to a hospital, fire
station, or enmergency nedical facility.

Section 60. Departnent's duties. The Department nust inplement a
public information programto pronpte safe placenent alternatives for
newborn infants. The public information program nust informthe
public of the follow ng:

(1) The relinquishment alternative provided for in this
Act, which results in the adoption of a newborn infant under 72
hours of age and which provides for the parent's anonymty, if
t he parent so chooses.

(2) The alternative of adoption through a public or private
agency, in which the parent's identity nay or nay not be known to
the agency, but is kept anonymous fromthe adoptive parents, if
the birth parent so desires, and which allows the parent to be
actively involved in the child' s adoption plan
The public information program may include, but need not be

limted to, the follow ng el ements:

(i) Educational and informational materials in print, audio,
vi deo, el ectronic or other nedia.

(ii) Establishment of a web site.

(ii1) Public service announcenents and advertisenments.

(iv) Establishnent of toll-free telephone hotlines to
provi de 1 nformation.

Section 65. Evaluation.

(a) The Depar t ment shall collect and analyze information
regardi ng the relinqui shment of newborn infants and placenent of
children under this Act. Fire stations, energency nedica

facilities, and nedical professionals accepting and providi ng
services to a newborn infant wunder this Act shall report to the
Department data necessary for the Departnment to evaluate and
determne the effect of this Act inthe prevention of injury or
deat h of newborn infants. Child-placing agencies shall report to the
Depart ment data necessary to evaluate and deternine the effectiveness
of these agencies in providing child protective and child welfare
services to newborn infants relinquished under this Act.

(b) The information collected shall include, but need not be
limted to: the nunber of newborn infants relinquished; the services
provided to relinqui shed newborn infants; the outcome of care for the
rel i nqui shed newborn infants; the number and disposition of cases of
rel i nqui shed newborn infants subject to placenment; the nunber of
children accepted and served by child-placing agencies; and the
servi ces provided by child-placing agencies and the disposition of
the cases of the children placed under this Act.

(c) The Departnent shall submit a report by January 1, 2002, and
on January 1 of each year thereafter, to the Governor and CGenera
Assenbly regarding the prevention of injury or death of newborn
infants and the effect of placenents of children under this Act. The
report shall include, but need not be linmted to, a sunmary of
col l ected data, an analysis of the data and concl usi ons regarding the
Act's effectiveness, a determ nation whether the purposes of the Act
are being achieved, and recomendations for changes that nay be
consi dered necessary to inprove the adm nistrati on and enforcenent of
this Act.

Section 70. Construction of Act. Nothing in this Act shall be
construed to preclude the courts of this State fromexercising their
discretion to protect the health and safety of children in individua
cases. The best interests and welfare of a child shall be a paranount
consideration in the construction and interpretation of this Act. It
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is in the child s best interests that this Act be construed and
interpreted so as not to result in extending tine limts beyond those
set forth in this Act.

Section 75. Repeal. This Act is repealed on July 1, 2007.

otherwi se i s not receiving the proper or necessary support or nedica
or other renedial care recogni zed under State | aw as necessary for a
child's well-being, or other care necessary for his or her
wel | - bei ng, including adequate food, clothing and shelter; or who is
abandoned by his or her parents or other person responsible for the
child' s wel fare wi thout a proper plan of care; or who is a newborn

"An unfounded report" neans any report made under this Act for
which it is determned after an investigation that no credible
evi dence of abuse or negl ect exists.

"An indicated report" neans a report nade under this Act if an
investigation determ nes that credi bl e evidence of the alleged abuse
or negl ect exists.

"An undeterm ned report" neans any report made under this Act in
which it was not possible to initiate or conplete an investigation on
the basis of information provided to the Departnment.

"Subj ect of report" nmeans any child reported to the centra
register of child abuse and negl ect established under Section 7.7 of
this Act and his or her parent, guardian or other person responsible
who is also naned in the report.

"Perpetrator”" nmeans a person who, as a result of investigation
has been determ ned by the Departnent to have caused child abuse or
negl ect .

A violation of this Section that is a proximate cause of the death of
the child is a Class 3 felony for which a person, if sentenced to a
termof inprisonment, shall be sentenced to a termof not |less than 2
years and not nore than 10 years.

Protection Act:

(a) Abandonnent of the child.

(a-1) Abandonment of a newborn infant in a hospital.

(a-2) Abandonment of a newborn infant in any setting where
the evidence suggests that the parent intended to relinquish his
or her parental rights.

(b) Failure to maintain a reasonable degree of interest,
concern or responsibility as to the child' s welfare.

(c) Desertion of the child for nore than 3 nonths next
precedi ng the commencenent of the Adoption proceeding.

(d) Substantial neglect of the child if continuous or
r epeat ed.

(d-1) Substantial neglect, if continuous or repeated, of
any child residing in the household which resulted in the death
of that child.

(e) Extrene or repeated cruelty to the child.

(f) Two or nore findings of physical abuse to any children
under Section 4-8 of the Juvenile Court Act or Section 2-21 of
the Juvenile Court Act of 1987, the npst recent of which was
determined by the juvenile court hearing the matter to be
supported by cl ear and convincing evidence; a criminal conviction
or a finding of not guilty by reason of insanity resulting from
the death of any child by physical child abuse; or a finding of
physical child abuse resulting fromthe death of any child under
Section 4-8 of the Juvenile Court Act or Section 2-21 of the
Juvenile Court Act of 1987.

(g) Failure to protect the child fromconditions within his
environment injurious to the child' s welfare.
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(h) Oher neglect of, or msconduct toward the child;
provided that in making a finding of unfitness the court hearing
the adoption proceeding shall not be bound by any previous
finding, order or judgment affecting or deternmining the rights of
the parents toward the child sought to be adopted in any other
proceedi ng except such proceedings terminating parental rights as
shal | be had under either this Act, the Juvenile Court Act or the
Juvenil e Court Act of 1987.

(i) Depravity. Conviction of any one of the follow ng
crines shall create a presunption that a parent is depraved which
can be overcone only by clear and convincing evidence: (1) first
degree nmurder in violation of paragraph 1 or 2 of subsection (a)
of Section 9-1 of the Crimnal Code of 1961 or conviction of
second degree nurder in violation of subsection (a) of Section
9-2 of the Crimnal Code of 1961 of a parent of the child to be
adopted; (2) first degree murder or second degree nmurder of any
child in violation of the Criminal Code of 1961; (3) attenpt or
conspiracy to commt first degree murder or second degree murder
of any child in violation of the Crimnal Code of 1961; (4)

There is a rebuttable presunption that a parent is depraved
if that parent has been crimnally convicted of either first or
second degree nurder of any person as defined in the Crim nal
Code of 1961 within 10 years of the filing date of the petition
or notion to terminate parental rights

(Jj) Open and notorious adultery or fornication

(j-1) (Blank).

(k) Habitual drunkenness or addiction to drugs, other than
those prescribed by a physician, for at |[east one year
imrediately prior to the comencenent of the unfitness
pr oceedi ng.

There is a rebuttable presunption that a parent is unfit
under this subsection with respect to any child to which that
parent gives birth where there is a confirnmed test result that at
birth the child' s blood, urine, or meconiumcontained any anount
of a controlled substance as defined in subsection (f) of Section
102 of the Illinois Controlled Substances Act or netabolites of
such substances, the presence of which in the newborn infant was
not the result of medical treatnment adm nistered to the nother or
the newborn infant; and the biological nmother of this child is
the biological mother of at least one other child who was
adj udi cated a negl ected m nor under subsection (c) of Section 2-3
of the Juvenile Court Act of 1987.

(1) Failure to denpbnstrate a reasonabl e degree of interest,
concern or responsibility as to the welfare of a new born child
during the first 30 days after its birth.

(m Failure by a parent (i) to nake reasonable efforts to
correct the conditions that were the basis for the renoval of the
child fromthe parent, or (ii) to nake reasonabl e progress toward
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the return of the child to the parent within 9 nmonths after an
adj udi cati on of neglected or abused m nor under Section 2-3 of
the Juvenile Court Act of 1987 or dependent minor under Section
2-4 of that Act, or (iii) to make reasonabl e progress toward the
return of the child to the parent during any 9-nonth period after
the end of the initial 9-nmonth period followi ng the adjudication
of negl ected or abused mi nor under Section 2-3 of the Juvenile
Court Act of 1987 or dependent m nor under Section 2-4 of that
Act. If a service plan has been established as required under
Section 8.2 of the Abused and Neglected Child Reporting Act to

M "Interstate Conpact on the Placenment of Children" is a |aw
enacted by npst states for the purpose of establishing uniform
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procedures for handling the interstate placement of children in
foster homes, adoptive hones, or other child care facilities.

N.  "Non-Conpact state" nmeans a state that has not enacted the
Interstate Conpact on the Placerment of Children

(3) For school districts nmaintaining grades ki ndergarten through
12, local property tax revenues per pupil shall be calculated as the
product of the applicable equalized assessed valuation for the
district multiplied by 3.00% and divided by the district's Average
Daily Attendance figure.

(f) A session of at least 4 clock hours nay be counted as a
day of attendance for first grade pupils, and pupils in full day
ki ndergartens, and a session of 2 or nore hours nay be counted as
1/2 day of attendance by pupils in kindergartens which provide
only 1/2 day of attendance.

(g) For children with disabilities who are bel ow the age of
6 years and who cannot attend 2 or nore clock hours because of

(3) wunder the influence of any intoxicating compound or
conbi nati on of intoxicating compounds to a degree that renders
t he person incapable of driving safely;

(4) under the influence of any other drug or conbination of
drugs to a degree that renders the person incapable of safely
dri vi ng;

(5) wunder the conbined influence of alcohol, other drug or
drugs, or intoxicating conmpound or conpounds to a degree that
renders the person incapable of safely driving; or

(6) there is any anpbunt of a drug, substance, or conpound
in the person's breath, blood, or wurine resulting fromthe
unl awf ul use or consunption of cannabis listed in the Cannabis
Control Act, a controlled substance listed in the Illinois
Control | ed Substances Act, or an intoxicating conpound listed in
the Use of Intoxicating Conpounds Act.

(b) The fact that any person charged with violating this Section
is or has been legally entitled to use al cohol, other drug or drugs,
or intoxicating conpound or compounds, or any conbination thereof,
shall not constitute a defense against any charge of violating this
Secti on.

"Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the Restricted
Call Registry Act.

Section 5. Definitions. As used in this Act:

(a) "Residential subscriber" nmeans a person or spouse who has
subscribed to residential telephone service froma |local exchange
conpany, a guardian of the person or the person's spouse, or an
individual who has power of attorney fromor an authorized agent of
t he person or the person's spouse.

(b) "Established business rel ationship" neans the existence of
an oral or witten arrangenment, agreenent, contract, or other |egal
state of affairs between a person or entity and an existing custoner
under which both parties have a course of conduct or established
pattern of activity for comercial or nmercantile purposes and for the
benefit or profit of both parties. A pattern of activity does not
necessarily nean multiple previous contacts. The established business
rel ati onship must exist between the existing customer and the person
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or entity directly, and does not extend to any related business
entity or other business organization of the person or entity or
related to the person or entity or the person or entity's agent
including but not Ilimted to a parent corporation, subsidiary
partnershi p, conpany or other corporation or affiliate.

(c) "Existing custonmer" means an individual who has either:
(1) entered into a transaction, agreenent, contract, or
other legal state of affairs between a person or entity and a
residential subscriber under which the paynent or exchange of
consideration for any goods or services has taken place wthin
the preceding 18 nonths or has been arranged to take place at a
future tine; or
(2) opened or mamintained a debit account, «credit card
account, or other revolving credit or discount programoffered by
the person or entity and has not requested the person or entity
to cl ose such account or term nate such program
(d) "Registry" means the Restricted Call Registry established
under this Act.

(e) "Telephone solicitation" means any voi ce communi cation over
a telephone line from a live operator, through the use of an
autodialer or autodialer system as defined in Section 5 of the
Aut omat i ¢ Tel ephone Dial ers Act, or by other neans for the purpose of
encour agi ng the purchase or rental of, or investnment in, property,
goods, or services, but does not include comrunications:

(1) to any residential subscriber with that subscriber's
prior express invitation or permission when a voluntary 2-way
comuni cati on between a person or entity and a residential
subscriber has occurred with or without an exchange  of
consi der ati on;

(2) by or on behalf of any person or entity with whoma
residential subscriber has an established business relationship
which has not been terminated in witing by either party and
which is related to the nature of the established business
rel ati onshi p;

(3) by or on behalf of any person or entity with whoma
residential subscriber is an existing custonmer, unless the
customer has stated to the person or entity or the person or
entity's agent that he or she no |longer wi shes to receive the
tel emarketing sales calls of the person or entity, or unless the
nature of the call is wunrelated to the established business
rel ationship with the existing customer;

(4) by or on behalf of an entity organized under Section
501(c)(3), 501(c)(4), or 501(c)(6) of the Internal Revenue Code,
while the entity is engaged in fundraising to support the
charitable or not-for-profit purpose for which the entity was
est abl i shed;

(5) by or on behalf of a person licensed by the State of
Illinois to carry out a trade, occupation, or profession who
either:

(A) is setting or attenpting to set a face to face
appointment for actions relating to that licensed trade,
occupation, or profession within this State; or

(B) is encouraging or attenpting to encourage the
purchase or rental of, or investnent in, property, goods, or
servi ces, which cannot be conpleted, and for which payment
or authorization of payment is not required, until after a
witten or electronic agreenent is signed by the residential
subscri ber; or
(6) wuntil July 1, 2005, by or on behalf of any entity over

which the Federal Communications Conmission or the |Illinois
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Commerce Conmi ssion has regul atory authority to the extent that,

subject to that authority, the entity is required to naintain a

li cense, permt, or certificate to sel | or provi de

t el econmuni cati ons service, as defined in Section 13-203 of the

Public Uilities Act, while the entity is engaged in tel ephone

solicitation for inter-exchange teleconmmunications service, as

defined in Section 13-205 of the Public Utilities Act, or |oca

exchange tel ecomuni cati ons service, as defined in Section 13-204

of the Public Uilities Act.

Section 10. Prohibited calls. Beginning July 1, 2002, no person
or entity nmay make or cause to be made any tel ephone solicitation
calls to any residential subscriber nore than 45 days after the
residential subscriber's tel ephone nunber or nunbers first appear on

the Registry.

Section 15. Conplaints. The Illinois Commerce Commi ssion shal
receive tel ephone solicitation conplaints from residential
subscribers to object to such calls. Conplaints shall be taken by any
means deened appropriate by the Illinois Comrerce  Conm ssion
Conpl ai nts agal nst persons or entities that are |licensed,
certificated, or permtted by a State or federal agency shall be
forwarded for investigation by the Illinois Comerce Conmi ssion to

the appropriate agency if the respective agency has the power to
investigate such nmatters. Al other conplaints shall be investigated
by the Illinois Commerce Conm ssion. The standards for referrals and
investigations shall be set forth in rules adopted by the Illinois
Conmer ce Conmi ssi on.

Section 20. Registry; establishment and nai ntenance

(a) The Illinois Comerce Conmission shall establish and provide
for the operation of a Restricted Call Registry, which shall contain
a list of the tel ephone nunbers of residential subscribers who do not
wish to receive tel ephone solicitation calls. The Illinois Comerce
Commi ssion nay contract with a private vendor to establish and
maintain the Registry if the contract requires the vendor to provide
the Registry in a printed hard copy format, in an electronic fornat,
and in any other format prescribed by the Illinois Conmerce
Conmi ssi on.

(b) No later than January 1, 2002, the Il'linois Comerce
Commi ssion shall adopt rules consistent with this Act that the
I1'linois Commerce Conm ssion deens necessary and appropriate to fully
impl ement this Act. The rules shall include, at a mnimum nmethods by
whi ch any person or entity desiring to nmnmke telephone solicitation
calls may obtain access to the Registry to avoid calling the

t el ephone nunbers of residential subscribers included in t he
Regi stry.

(c) The fee for obtaining the Registry shall be set forth in
rul es adopted by the Illinois Commerce Conm ssion. The fee nay not

exceed $500 annually. Al copies requested in a printed hard copy
format shall be assessed a per page fee to be determined by rules

adopted by the Illinois Conmerce Conmi ssion

(d) The Illinois Conmmerce Conm ssion shall update the Registry
and nake information in the Registry available on a quarterly basis
in an electronic format and, if deemed appropriate by the Illinois

Conmrer ce Conmi ssion, in one or nore other formats.

(e) If the Federal Communications Commission or Federal Trade
Commi ssion establishes a single national database of telephone
nunber s of subscri bers  who obj ect to receiving telephone
solicitations under Title 47, Section 227(c)(3) of the United States
Code, this State shall discontinue the Registry.

(f) Information in the Registry is confidential and shall be
afforded reasonable privacy protection except as necessary for
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conpliance with Sections 10 and 25 and this Section or in a
proceedi ng or action under Section 35 or 40. The information is not a
public record under the Freedomof |nformation Act.

(g) The Illinois Conmmerce Conm ssion shall periodically obtain
subscription listings of residential subscribers in this State who
have arranged to be included in any national do-not-call |ist and add

t hose nanes to the Registry.
Section 25. Enroll ment.

(a) The Illinois Comrerce Conmission shall provide notice to
residential subscribers of the establishment of the Registry.
(b) The Illinois Commerce Conmi ssion shall establish any method

deened appropriate for a residential subscriber to notify the
Illinois Comerce Conmi ssion that the residential subscriber w shes
to be included in the Registry.

(c) There shall be no cost to a residential subscriber for
inclusion in the Registry.

(d) A residential subscriber in the Registry shall be del eted
fromthe Registry upon the residential subscriber's witten request.

(e) Enrollnment in the Registry is effective from the start of
the quarter following the date of enrollnment for a termof 5 years or

until the residential subscriber disconnects or changes his or her
t el ephone nunber, whi chever occurs first. The residential subscriber
is responsible for notifying the Illinois Comerce Conm ssion of any
changes in his or her telephone nunber. The |Illinois Conmerce

Comm ssion shall use its best efforts to notify enrolled residential
subscri bers before the end of the 5-year enrollnent term of the
option to re-enroll. Residential subscribers who do not re-enroll
before the end of the 5-year termshall be renoved fromthe Registry.

Section 30. Public notification. The Illinois Conmer ce
Commi ssion shall work with | ocal exchange tel ecommunications
conpanies to dissemnate to their custoners infornmation about the
aval lability of and instructions for requesting educational
literature from the Illinois Commerce Conmission. The Illinois
Commerce Conmission may enter into agreenments with those conpanies
for t he di ssem nation of t he educat i onal literature.
Tel ecomuni cati ons conpanies shall disseninate the educational
literature at | east once per year in both a nessage contained in
custonmers' bills and a notice in the information section of all

t el ephone directories distributed to custonmers. The Illinois Commrerce
Comm ssion shall include, onits Internet web site, information to
customers regarding their right to be included in the Registry and
the various nethods, including notice to the Illinois Conmrerce
Commi ssion, of being included in the Registry. The Illinois Conmerce

Commi ssion shall have this literature devel oped for dissem nation to
the public no later than March 1, 2002.

Section 35. Violation; relief.

(a) The Illinois Commerce Commi ssion may initiate administrative
proceedings in accordance with rul es adopted under this Act relating
to a knowing and willful violation of Section 10.

(b) If it is determned after a hearing that a person has
knowingly and wllfully violated one or nore provisions of this
Section, the Illinois Comerce Conmission nay assess a fine not to
exceed $2,500 for each violation.

(c) Any proceeding conducted under this Section is subject to
the Illinois Administrative Procedure Act.

(d) Nothing in this Section may be construed to restrict any
right that any person may have under any other |aw or at comon | aw.

(e) No action or proceedi ng may be brought under this Section:

(1) nore than one year after the person bringing the action
knew or should have known of the occurrence of the alleged
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viol ation; or

(2) nore than one year after the termnation of any
proceeding or action arising out of the same violation or
violations by the State of Illinois, whichever is later.

(f) The renedies, duties, prohibition, and penalties in this Act
are not exclusive and are in addition to all other causes of action,
remedi es, and penalties provided by |aw

(g) There is created in the State treasury a special fund to be
known as the Restricted Call Registry Fund. Al fees and fines

collected in the admnistration and enforcenent of this Act shall be
deposited into the Fund. Muneys in the Fund shall, subject to
appropriation, be used by the Illinois Comerce Conmission for

i mpl ementation, adm nistration, and enforcement of this Act.
Section 40. Exenption. A person or entity may not be held liable
for violating this Act if:

(1) the person or entity has obtained copies of the
Registry and each updated Registry fromthe Illinois Conmerce
Commi ssi on and has established and i npl emented witten policies
and procedures related to the requirenents of this Act;

(2) the person or entity has trained its personnel in the
requi rements of this Act;

(3) the person or entity nmintains records denbnstrating
conpliance with subdivisions (1) and (2) of this Section and the
requi rements of this Act; and

(4) any subsequent tel ephone solicitationis the result of
error.

5.545 as fol | ows:

Sec. 5.545. The Restricted Call Registry Fund.
Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect upon beconing

"Prize" means a gift, award, or other itemor service of value
that is offered or awarded to a participant in a real or purported
contest, conpetition, sweepstakes, scheme, plan, or other selection
process that involves an el ement of chance.

"Retail value" of a prize neans:

(1) a price at which the sponsor can substantiate that a
substantial quantity of the itemor service offered as a prize
has been sold to the public; or

(2) if the sponsor is unable to satisfy the requirenent in
subdi vision (1), no nore than 3 tinmes the anount the sponsor paid
for the prize in a bona fide purchase froman unaffiliated
sel l er.

"Sponsor" means a person on whose behal f a pronotion is conducted
to pronote or advertise goods, services, or property of that person.
"Sponsor" includes a person who conducts a pronotion on behal f of
anot her sponsor.

Section 15. Application of Act. Except as otherw se provided in
this Act, this Act applies only to a witten pronotional offer that
is:

(1) nrade to a person in this State;

(2) wused to induce or invite a person to cone to this State
to claima prize, attend a sales presentation, neet a pronoter,
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sponsor, sal esperson, or agent, or conduct any business in this

State; or

(3) wused to induce or invite a person to contact by any
means a pronoter, sponsor, sal esperson, or agent in this State.
Section 20. No paynent required.

(a) No sponsor nmy require a personin this State to pay the
sponsor nmoney as a condition of awarding the person a prize, or as a
condition of allowing the person to receive, use, conpete for, or
obtain information about a prize.

(b) A sponsor shall not represent that a person has won or
unconditionally wll be the winner of a prize or use |anguage that
may | ead a person to believe he or she has won a prize, unless all of
the follow ng conditions are net:

(1) the person is given the prize w thout obligation;

(2) the personis notified at no expense to him or her
within 15 days of w nning the prize; and

(3) the representation is not false, deceptive, or
m sl eadi ng.

Section 25. Disclosures required. A witten pronotional prize
offer must contain each of the following in a clear and conspi cuous
statement at the onset of the offer:

(1) the true name or nanes of the sponsor and the address
of the sponsor's actual principal place of business;

(2) the retail value of each prize the person receiving the
notice has been selected to receive or may be eligible to
receive;

(3) a disclosure that no purchase is necessary to enter
such written pronotional offer;

(4) a disclosure that a purchase wll not inprove the
person's chances of winning with an entry;

(5) a statement of the person's odds of receiving each
prize identified in the notice;

(6) any requirenent that the person pay the actual shipping
or handling fees or any other charges to obtain or use a prize,
including the nature and anobunt of the charges;

(7) if receipt of the prize is subject to a restriction, a
description of the restriction;

(8) any limtations on eligibility; and

(9) if a sponsor represents that the person is a
"finalist", has been "specially selected", is in "first place",
or is otherwise anong a linted group of persons with an enhanced
likelihood of receiving a prize, the witten prize notice nust
contain a statenment of the maxi num nunber of persons in the group
or purported group with this enhanced likelihood of receiving a
prize.

Section 30. Prize award required. A sponsor who represents that
a person has been awarded a prize shall, not later than 30 days after
maki ng the representation, provide the person with:

(1) the prize;

(2) a voucher, certificate, or other document giving the
person the prize; or

(3) the retail value of the prize, as stated in the witten
prize notice, in the formof cash, a noney order, or a certified
check.

Section 32. Advertising nedia exenpt. Nothing in this Act
creates liability for acts by the publisher, owner, agent, or
